Tt is stated in Article IV of the project agreement for the Rural Com- 
munity Development Project that "At the termination of this Comunity 
Development Project Agreement, any such materials, equipment and supplies 
which remain shall be disposed of pursuant to arrangements agreed upon 
between the Director and the Minister". In a letter dated January 31, 1953, 
to the Deputy Minister of Finance from Mr, Dunaway, Acting U.S, Director, 
TCA, the latter stated "The Technical Cooperation Administration will pur- 
chase road building machinery and equipment to an extent of $150,000; this 
machinery and equipment to be used in constructing and maintaining the 
Gigan road; TCA will retein the right to control the operation of the 
machinery and equipment as we may need to use some of it on the irrigation 
and agricultural project at El Derb", This arrangement was agreed to by the 
Deputy Finance Minister in his letter of 23/5/72. In other words, TCA was 
to retain the right to control the machinery and equipment inasmuch as it 
might be used on the El Darb project. 


Further reference to this subject is contained in Mr. Dunaway's memo to 
Mr, Betsig dated July 13, 1953, in which the former states that "I do not 
need to enlarge upon the circumstances which induced me to request approval 
of CA/W-for’the purchase and loan of this equipment. This request was made 
with the approval of the Anbassador after several conferences on the subject, 
We recommended the particular form of transaction in order to make it clear 
that we were not proposing to spend $150,000 of U.S. funds on the road but 
merely lending equipment later to be used on the project at fl Darb; 
quently, we included the provision that TCA would retain title to 
over the equipment until such time as it would be needed on the D1 Darb

On July 3, 1954 a brief otudy was ade of the soils on the fara owned by 
Shaikh Abdullah Suladman located south of the Mecca road about five kilometers 
east of Jidda, 


Soile on this farm are very light in texture, consisting mostly of sand and 
gravelly sani, These soils are stratified and of recent stream deposition, There 
is slight cementation probably due to phosphate and calcium cenented in the soil, 
The texture grows lighter with depth, and layers of highly cemented materiale 
are found, 


Because of the light texture of the soils found, iafiltration rates were run 
to deteruine water requirements and abllity of the soil to 
Twelve inches of water was added to thoroughly moisten the soil, then infiltration 
testes began, The lighter textured soile found and 
of the form allowed 20 inches of water an hour to enter, In the eastern and 
southern portions of the fara, the soils allowed 12 inches of 
hour, 


leachy to make irrigation practical, With soils taking water as fast us 12 inches 
por hour, it would be necessary to irrigate short runs with o large head of water, 
Moisture retention in such a Light soil is poor and therefore frejwent irrigations 
would be necessary, Because of the leachy nature of this soil, soil nutrients 
would be depleted rapidly and erosion would be a problem, A special effort would 
have to be sade to maintain high organic satter content with frequent applications 
of comercial fertilizer, 


Laboratory results obtained by Lr, Glon F, Brown indicate that the water to be 
used for irrigation is of fair quality.

Information to be Comiled 


Attached are two sample statistical tebles ani deseriptions of additional 
tables which might be prepared on information currently available from 
records on ineome tax and zakat. The explanatory notes should be as specific 
as possible with reference to the coverage on income tax and sakat, If the 
coverage is too meager on zakat, these tables should probably be used for 
administrative purposes only end not published, or lf there 1s good coverage 
for a portion of the country, tables for only that portion of the country 
could de published, 


It is recoumenied that the tables siuwing types of dusiness estadlish- 
monts have » breakdown of businesses into the following broad categories: 


(1) Manufacturers or producers 

(2) wholesalers 

(2) Retailers 

(4) Service establishaents 

(5) Combinations of the above (with each combination shown separately, 
insofar as possible), 


Under each of the broad categories, a further breakdown could be made by 
produet (for example, wholesalers of drugs, retailers of groceries, barber 
shops ao service establishments, etc.). 


In publishing any statistics, it way be desiratle to make sure Lhat 
they are not detailed enough to allow identification of information on indi- 
viduals or on individual business eotuliishuents, This aight mean combining 
some items which could otherwiee be shown separately, or omitting some itens 
completely with the notation that they are omitted. 


Compiing the Statistics 


It ie suggested that when they are available, the return forms be used 
te compile the statistics. ‘hen the returns are not available, it is 
recommended that swall cards be prepared from the listings of returns, The 
returns themselves, or cards representing thea, can de sortec according to 


the arrangement of the most detailed tables, Subsequent tabler nay then be

Over the period of the last two weeks, representatives of the 
Public Administration Division have had a number of converéations with 
Ahmad Jamjoom, Assistant Director of the Department of Income Tax and 
Zakat, SAG, with regard to the subject, For some time, he and his 
colleagues have felt that the income tax system of the country should 
be revised and that the matter was an urgent one. It was indicated to 
him that the United States Government, through the Point IV program, 
might be receptive to providing a suitable specialist on the basis of 
a valid request for such service from the Ministry of Finance, Last 
Tuesday, June 29, Jamjoom indicated that he intended to discuss the 
matter with Mohammed Ba-Hareth, Director General of Finance (also ver- 
bally referred to by the Finance Minister as his Secretary) in:the hope 
that his suggestion for the request correspondence would be well received 
by H. B, Abdullah Sulaiman and promptly acted upon. 


This morning, 1 visited Jamjoom on another matter, During the 
course of conversation, he told me that he had seen Ba-iareth and made 
his request for a Point IV specialist, The Minister's Secretary appeared 
to agree with Jamjoom as to the need for work on the income tax, but 
indicated that the providing of a specialist from Point IV would not be

For the information of FOA/W I am attaching hereto a translation 
of an excerpt which appeared in a local newspaper here on June 30, 
last, giving Prince Faisal's reply to a question asked him by the Editor 
of the newspaper regarding Point IV in Saudi Arabia. 


It is quite true that the people of Saudi Arabia have not seen 
tangible results of the activities of Point IV in this country since 
the projects which have béen requested covered activities which would 
not produce results which the people of Saudi Arabia could see - such 
as the Railroad Survey, Monetary ‘gency, aerial photography of the Asir 
area and tariff and customs regulations, While it is true that Point 
IV has been largely instrumental in the development of water supplies 
for human consumption the actual work on the production of such water 
has been done by the Saudi Government through its own contractors and 

consequently the people receiving benefits from such supplies no doubt 
feel at the Government and not Point IV made such supplies possible 
for 


As you know we have never been able to obtain any publicity for 
work done by this Mission nor have we been given any public recogni- 
zation for such works consequently the people of Saudi ATabia are not 
aware of the part played by Point IV up to the present in the economic 
development of their country, 


Prince Faisal, as you will note from the attachment, did state 
that the activities of the Point IV Mission depend on the program 
developed by the host country, it being implied quite clearly that if 
Point IV has not produced more than it has in tangible results, it is

due to the fact that the projects on which Point IV assistance has 
been requested did not permit tangible results which could be seen 
and appreciated by the Saudi people, However, our FY 54 projects are 
designed for the benefit of the Saudi people and the locations at 
which they were to have been carried out, have been selected in or 
near centers of population, Had we been given the opportunity to 
cooperate with the respective ministries in carrying out such pro- 
jects, the people of this country would be aware of our activities 
here, These facts have been pointed out to the Saudi officials, 
the last time being my letter of June 16 to H.E., the Minister of 
Finance, a copy of which I sent you, 


You will note that Prince Faisal states that unless assistance 
given by the U.S, Covernment to Seudi Arabia is not sufficiently 
substantial, His Majesty's government would prefer to get along with- 
out it, You will recall that at the meetings I attended in Riyadh 
of the Finance Committee of the Council of Ministers, 1 was asked, 
pointedly, vhat financial assistance could be expected during the 
coming year from the U,S, Government, Obviously, I replied that I 
could not give them such information as it was not available due 
to the fact that our Congress had not even passed the FY55 Foreign 
Aid Bill, I, further, informed that Committee that the best way 
to obtain more funds for economic development is to show that such 
funds as have been allotted for such work have been used wisely and 
that positive results have been obtained, I, further, stated that 
I did not consider it appropriate to request more funds for Saudi 
Arabian development when funds already granted had not been used 
at all and we were practically at the close of our fiscal peer, 
Therefore, it is quite apparent that what constitutes a "substantial 
amount" is a debatable question, especially if such amount, be it 
as it may, is to be used within the objectives of Point IY, Obviously, 
substantial amounts could be spent outside of such objectives, such 
as the building of roads, reilroads, cement factories, fertilisr~ 
plants, etc,, for the Saudi Government, Such activities I do not 
recommend for Saudi Arabia but do fee] that technical assistance 
to the extent of around five million dollars could well be given, 
provided we could get full cooperation from the respective Saudi 
Ministries, and the people of this country would receive to a very 
large extent the benefits from such technical assistance projects 
4 could be developed mutually between this Mission and the Saudi 

nistries, 


We are still awaiting decisions to be made by the Saudi Arabian 
Government pertaining to the contimuance of this Mission here, In 
the meantime we are doing all we can in case we are asked to close 
the Mission, also in caso it is decided that we should continue our 
activities here,

However, the 
Council of Ministers is convening here in Jidda tomorrow, June 27, and 
rumors are to the effect that Point IV will continue its activities in 
Gaudi Arabia, as strong efforts will be made to get the Council to separ- 
ate Point IV matters from pending political issues. I am informed that 
His Excellency, Shaikh Abdullah Sulaiman, Minister of Finance, will spear-

Area (L) de loamy fine sand, Good yields could be expscted on this area 
with a rather heavy application of fertilizer and good water menagenent, 
Both fertiliser and water requirements would be a little higher on area (1) 
than on area (A), The soil could be improved by saintaining a high content 
of organic watter, 


Area () ds rather light in texture. This area ie mostly sand with wach 
wind blowing, The soll is slightly cemented but tende to be very leachy and 
droughty if irrigated, Maintaining a high content of organic matter and 
keeping close growing crope on the land would reduce leaching if this area is 
irrigated, Fertilizer and water requirenents of this soil would be high if 
developed for irrigation,

Tn Saudi Arabia, fertilisers are high priced, 80 aaxinum returns on any 
investment is necessary, The greatest response of crops to fertiliser, water, 
and land management can be expected on area (A). All other areas tond to be 
lese satisfactory to develop for irrigation because of the skill required in 
irrigating, droughty or leaehy condition or both, high fertiliser requirement, 
and difficulties in land management, 


Quality and amount of irrigation water will have auch influence on size 
and location of the area to be developed, If the salt coutent of the water 
continues high, water requirement by crope will be greater than if the salt 
content is low, If there is an abundance of water, it may be advisable to 
irrigate enough leachy soil to utilize al) the water, 


Since this farn is located at Jidda, handling and shipping costs would be 
at a minimum and labor should not be a problem, Comparatively high costs of 
management and sows soil an‘ water deficiencies would be offset by convenience 


of location.

Excellency: 


On Wednesday, June 16, I gave you a summary of the work of the Public Admin- 
istration Division to date, Among other things, I presented to you a suggestion 
with regard to improvement of filing about which you expressed considerable 
concern at the time of our first meeting. You asked me to give you a letter 
confirming the principal parts of the plan discussed, 


As was indicated, filing constitutes only one part of a larger considera- 
tion generally termed "Records Management", “Records Management" for a segment 
of government consists of such matters as: 


1, Establishment of a central file room for each major segment of a 
governmental operation, 


2. Provision for a orderly flow of documentation in and out of the seg- 
ment of government as well as between its operating units, with the central 
file room established as the control point. 


3. Design and adoption of standard forms wherever possible to replace 
individual petitions for normal processes. 


4, Establishment of an efficient filing procedure so that the location 
of documentation can be established immediately. 


5. Purchase and installation of modern filing equipment for operating 
efficiency and economy in personnel expense. 


6. Bstablishment of a records disposal program under necessary legal 
sanction which will provide for each major record category: 


a. The time the record shall be permitted to remain in central 
files expensive space, (For example, general correspondence 
for the year 1372 may be permitted to remain "on site" in 
central files during 1373 because of frequency of recourse.) 


b. The time the record shall be moved from central files 
expensive space and stored in a secondary storage (warehouse)

area where space is cheap. (Most correspondence, for example, 
must be thus retained because of occasional recourse for five 
years before destruction), 


¢. What portion of the record (for example, such as copies of 
important contracts) must be retained for very long periods of 
time and should be microfilued and the originals destroyed to 
save space costs. 


My recommendation to Your Excellency as based on what I believe to be 
your requirements as developed from study and careful considerstion are as 
follows: 


1. Train a carefully selected Saudi in the technique of Records Manage- 
nent, Dr, Dolley has indicated that a grant will be possible for this purpose, 
T suggest that Hassan Nasser be the one selected as he has a definite interest 
in this work, and has already received sone training in microfilming (one phase 
of Records Management), Moreover, he appears to be intelligent, conscientious, 
and speaks English well, His training in the United States should require 
fron six months to a year only, 


2. During the training period, 1 will develop the necessary files proce- 
dures and submit them to Your Excellency for approval. 


3, A Records Management Specialist will be requested from the United States 
if possible for arrival here upon the return of Hassan Nasser, The Necords 
Management Specialist and Hassan will work together in the installation of the 
Records Management System throughout the segment of the Ministry of Finance for 
which you are responsible, 


4, Consideration should then be given by other parts of the governasnt 
toward a further extension of the Records Management progran. 


It is my feeling that the present plan of action is the best constituted 
to obtain the objectives which you have in mind with regard to Ministry of 
Finance records, Your reaction will be appreciated at the earliest moment in 
order that we may, if you approve of it, immediately initiate necessary action 
for the training grant and for the Records Management Technician,

By this time, I had hoped that you would be well rid of the various 
problems that I brought to you during my short stay in Cairo, We have, how- 
ever, an extremely conscientious voucher examiner in Jidda, who is reluctant 
to give me any more than one day's credit for a rather extensive stay in Naples 
and a shorter one in Cairo, Frankly, I do not know whether you can give me 
any justifying information that I can put in the file, but I do believe that 
I justify more per diem than that of one day's stay, I am sure you will 
recall the particulars. I arrived in Cairo on March 24 at 1515 hours and 
left Cairo March 29 at 0010 hours, As I recall, you had no notice of our 
arrival, Although we were not in any rush, 1 did not request any artificial 
justification for delay, It is my belief that you arranged travel just as 
directly and as immediately as was possible according to your existing 
schedules, Is there anything you can give me to this effect? 


One other problem which is probably down the drain - but thought I would 
mention it anyway - when the young Sudanese bought our railway passage from 
Alexandria to Cairo, the cost was 6.87 Egyptian pounds. It was not possible 
to get 2 receipt for the expenditure at that time, I do not know whether the 
railway company maintains records or whether it would be just as reasonable to 
obtain a statement from members of your staff who know that I paid the money 
and that my entire family, self, wife, and three children, made the trip, I 
believe Mohammed Say'd will recall my tendering to him the amount stated and will 
feel free to certify that the expenditure was made, I dislike very much asking 
you to perform these further favors for me but will appreciate it greatly, 
Frankly, I am a little irked at this point at the effert t ‘ort the Embassy is making 
here to reduce my voucher, lven the receipt Bashara gave me for expenses is 
subject to question, They are reducing considerably on the basis that there are 
standard costs for such things at both Alexandria and Cairo, The normal ah 
they said, are per parcel, 5 piastres; quarantine, 15 piastres; porterage, 10 
piastres; so that for the 19 bags we carried with us, they will allow a total 
Cf 90: plastees shut de Bulb Revptlsa poeta, cqeidng 415.12 iu inksioul plate.

SUBJECT: Use of Antip-attachnent Clause in Project Agreements 


A question hae arisen concerning the necessity or desirability of 
ineluding an Anti-attachment Clause in project agreenents entered into 
between us and SAG, A review of the files indicates that the State 
Department letter of May 9, 1953, indicated that the following clause 
be incorporated into the ‘ural Community Development Project "if SAG agrees": 


"The two Governments will establish procedures whereby the Kingdow 
of Saudi Arabia will so deposit, segregate or assure title to al) funds 
allocated to or derived from any program iavolving contributions by the 
Governuent of the United States of Auerica, or fron any other source, that 
they shall not be subject to garnishment, attachment, seiaure, or other 
legal process by any person, pry he ge! corporation, organization, or 
Government, when the Kingdon of Arabia is advised by the Sovernnent 
of the United States of Aaorica that such legal process would interfere 
with the attainment of the objectives of the project,” 


Mr, Haselton and 1 have been unable to find any other precedent for 
the inclusion of the clause, 


Normally, it would seem that principles of international law, treaties, 
and at the very least, comity anong nations would preclude the possibility 
of the legal process taking affect upon the joint fund of a soverign host 
nation and a cooperating foreign nation, In view of this consideration and 
in consideration of the fact that neither the TCA Manual nor any other 
general directive hage requests for the inclusion of the clause, it is felt 
that it is unnecessary to include the anti-attachment provision in agreements 
entered into with SAG, ‘This opinion is strengthened by the fact that in 
the single Instance where inclusion of the clause was suggested, the sugges~ 
tion was predicated upon £A0's being agreeable. As you have pointed out, 
SAG, while not strongly objecting to use of the clause, has been something 
less than “agreeable” to its continued appearance in agreenents,
